ON UPWARD TREND 


Parts. Accessories, Car 
Manufacturers See 
Busy Year

ALBANY, N. Y., Mareh 5. 
—A survey, just completed, 
indicates that the 
branch of the automotive in- 
dustry is passing through one 
of the busiest years in its his- 


tory. Production of brake 
linings, tire fabrics, motor 
robes, upholstery cushions 


and sundry other articles has 
reached enormous propor- 
tions and mill men-hereabout 
predict that this year will be 


the greatest ever experienced. 

Plants are continually enlarg- 
ing working forces to take care 
of the increasing demand, and 
any workers laid off in local 
knitting mills are quickly snapped 
up by the automotive producing 
plants. A prominent mill man 
here lamented the fact that it 
takes about six months to break 
in new help, which is about the 
only handicap facing lecal mills. 

Despite the open winter the mo- 
tor robe departments of F. C. Huyck 
& Sons, Rensselaer, have operated 
at capacity with many orders still 
being booked An official believes 
that the mild weather has enabled 
many car owners to keep their auto- 
mobiles in use throughout the entire 
season which has been largely in- 
ctrumental for the great demand. 

In this city the Little Falls Fiber 
Company, Asbestos Spinning and 
Weaving Corporation, and the Roy 
Woolen Company all report business 
conditions good especially in the 
brake-lining departments, which are 
being manned to full capacity. M. 
J. Stack, superintendent of the Lit- 
tle Falls Fiber Company, anticipates 
a great year, with the firm receiv- 
ing a steady call for its upholstery 
fabrics. 

Operations are gradually being 
extended at the new factory of the 
Slade Products Corporation in the 
southern section of the city. Vir- 
tually all machinery for making as- 
bestos brake linings has been re- 
moved from the Watervliet factory, 
and the firm is now fuly estab- 
lished. The additional facilities for 
turning out the firm's products will 
allow of a 100 per cent. increase in 
production. 

A number of concerns in the 
district are already preparing for 
increased spring business by en- 
larging their working forces which 
is a forerunner of the enormous 
amount of business which will un- 
doubtedly be handled. Tihe Frank- 
lin Automobile Company, Syra- 
cuse, is seeking skilled help in 
principal cities of this section and 
reports the need of a large num- 
ber of tool designers for assem- 
bly operations. The company 
guarantees a long production pro- 
gram to those accepting positions. 
The White Motor Company, Utica, 
has awarded a contract for a new 


factory sales and service branch 
which will be a one-story brick 
structure providing about’ 15,000 


square feet of floor space. The plant 
will be finished on August 1, and 
will be one of the large chain re- 
cently established in principal au- 
tomotive centers for the handling 
of the firm’s extensive truck lines.

Even such a purely commercial problem as that involved 


in the handling and sale of used motor vehicles is a problem 
of inherent traits in human nature. If every dealer in this 
country accepted and abided by a set formula in the disposi- 
tion of used cars, the problem would be eliminated.

The Automotive Daily News has had many letters from 
dealers on this question, and from the welter of diverse 
views, one fact emerges: Of all the used cars the one most 
dreaded by every dealer is the ancient crock with a market 
value of $100 or so, which is actually ready for the bone- 
vard, and yet in the process of trade comes home to the 
dealer time and time again. Many dealers allow more in 


trade for these rolling junk heaps than is justified by their 
actual condition. It is no uncommon thing for a new car 
buyer, who has not a car to trade in, to buy up $50 worth 
of ancient iron on patched tires and get a dealer, anxious 
to make a sale, to allow him enough on it to cut down the 
first cost of his new car by $50 or $100. Obvioushy this 
condition is made possible by mistakes in merchandising on 
the part of some dealer. But, unhappily, we are face to face 
with an actual and not a theoretical condition. 

Some weeks ago The Automotive Daily News published 
a letter from the automobile dealers of Greenville, S. C., out- 
lining a plan devised by their association for junking ancient 
and no longer worth-while derelicts. Under this plan, the 
dealer would assume part of the cost of junking the old car 
and the manufacturer would assume the other part. 

It is not the purpose here to enter into a discussion of 
the practical working value of this plan. Space, for one 
thing, forbids. 3ut we may call attention to one thing, 
which is that the junking of ancient cars is a positive con- 
tribution to the solution of the used car problem, if it can 
be done on a basis that does not financially injure those who 
must stand the cost. We say that it is a positive contribu- 
tion, because it certainly does remove from the market a cer- 
tain number of used vehicles and does pave the way for the 
sale of a certain number of new cars. 

Obviously any plan of this kind must be carefully 
worked out in all its details, but.the idea is certainly worth 
study, because of the positive effect it would inevitably 
have on a vexing problem.

ITH independent garage and 
service owners organizing 
throughout the country the job- 
bers are optimistic that the result 
will be the abolition of free gas 
tank and pump equipment, now 
supplied by the oil companies. 
Jobbers say that one of the big- 
gest losses to them is this free 
equipment, which carries with it the 
compulsion of the service station 
to buy gas and oil from the com- 
pany that supplies the equipment, 
loss of discounts and in many cases

With the abandonment of free

River Water Company, and the entire capital stock of the Alton & 
Southern Railway Company, all in this country. It owns a one-third 
interest in conjunction with the Carborundum Company of the Republic 
Carbon Company, which owns bauxite deposits in British Guiana. 

Aluminum, Ltd., was organized last year under the Canadian 
laws to take over the stock of all foreign companies owned by the 
Aluminum Company of America.
